HOUSE PASSES BIG NAVY BILL 


Effort to 


Halt Construction of Ships 
Decisively Rejected. 


Washington.—The naval appropria- 
tion’ bill, carrying approximately $395,- 
000,000, was passed Monday by the 
house after it had decisively voted 
down an amendment which would 
have prevented the expenditure of 
any part of the $90,000,000 provided 
for battleship construction until ap 
international disarmament conference 
shaN have been called by the presi- 
dent. The amendment, offered by 
Representative Brooks, Republican, 
Illinois, was defeated 124 to 30. 

The house also refused to cut the 
amount that would be available for 
work on the navy’s building program 
during the coming fiscal year.

INCOME TAX FACTS THAT YOU 
SHOULD KNOW. 


Frequent inquires are received by 
collectors of internal revenue from 
storekeepers and other business men 
as to whether the taxpayer in busi- 
ness for himself may deduct from 
his gross earnings an amount of sal- 
ary paid to himself. Wages or sal- 
ary drawn by a tax payer from his 
own business are more in the nature 
of a charge out of profits than a 
charge against profits. If deductible 
they would merely be added to his 
income and the effect would be to take 
money out of one pocket and put it 
in another. Therefore, claims for 
such deductions are not allowable. 

Salaries paid to minor children 
employed in the conduct of a tax 
payer’s business are not allowable 
deductons. If, however, a son or 
daughter has attained majority, or is 
allowed free use of their earnings 
without restriction, a reasonable 
amount paid as compensation for 
their services may be claimed. 

A farmer who employs a man to 
assist in the operation of his farm 
may deduct from gross income ‘the 
amount paid for such services. Like- 
wise, jf he employs a woman whose 
entire time is occupied in taking care 
of the milk, cream, butter, and churns, 
or if her services are devoted entire- 
ly to the preparation and serving of 
meals furnished farm laborers and in 
caring for their rooms, the compen- 
sation paid her is an allowable de- 
duction. If, however, she is employ- 
ed solely in caring for the farmer’s 
own household no deduction can be 
made. 

In arriving at net income upon 
which the tax is assessed, deductions 
may be made for ordinary and ne- 
cessary business expenses. The rev- 
enue act specifically prohibits the de- 
duction of personal, family, or living 
expenses. Such expenses include 
rent for a home, wages of servants, 
cost of food and clothing for the fam- 
ily, education of children, “and all 
items connected with the maintenance 
well-being, and pleasure of the tax 
payer and his family.”

Gilbert Parker, 
British novelist, 
was born at Ad- 
dington, Ontario, 
on the 23rd of 
November, 1862, 
He was educated 
at Ottawa and at 
Trinity university, 
Toronto. At one 
time he lived in 
Australta, and 
while there was 
editor of the Syd- 
ney Herald. In 
the early nineties 
he began to make 
@ reputation as a 
writer of roman- 
He fiction. 

He took for the 
subject of some of 
the most fmpor- 
tant of his stories 
the history and 
life of the French 
Canadians, His 

reputation rests largely on the fine de- 
sertiptive and dramatic quality of these 
Canadian storie. . 

.“Plerre and His People” was followed 
by “The Trail of the Sword,” “When 
Valmond Came to Pontine,” “An Ad- 
venturer of the North” and “The Seats 
of the Mighty” (dramatized in 1897). 

The sacene of “The Battle of the 
Strong” is Inid im the Channel islands. 
Parker's chief later books are “The 
Right of Way.” published in 1901, “Don- 
ovan Pasha,” “The Ladder of Swords” 
and others. “The Right of Way” ts the 
story of a man who tried to “come 
back” after making a failure of his 
Mfe. 

Parkers Canadian connections and 
hin experiences in Australin und else- 
where made him a strong imperialist 
in poljtics, He was elected to parlia- 
ment in 1900 (reelected 1906-1910) as 
conservative member from Gravesend. 

In 1902 Parker was koighted, aud 
he strengthened his pos{tion in the 
party by his energetic work on behalf 
of the tariff reform. He came to rank 
by 1910 as one of the foremost men of 
the Unioninat party. P=

WHAT CHICAGO OWES TO 
GEOGRAPHY 


Chicago iy the subject of one of u 
series of bulletius on American cities. 
The following description ts bused on 
a cummunication to the National 
Geographic society by William Joseph 
Showalter: 

“Geography made Chicago. Its po- 
sitiun ut the fuot of the Great Lakes 
resulted in its evolution as the farthest 
Inland terminus of puvigalion of the 
inland seas. 

“Made what it ts by the provesses 
of geography, Chicage soon returned 
the compliment by helping geography 
trunsform other regions. Its sluughter- 
ing and packing yndustry has changed 
the center of gravity of the meat-pro- 
ducing world. Hs, agricultural imple- 


ment industry bas revised the eco- 
nomic status of more than half of 
the inhabitants of the earth. Its 


sleeping-car industry has entirely re- 
vised the geography of travel, bring- 
ing hundreds of places separated by 
mountain and plain cluse to each 
other.’ 

“It is Interesting to pause for aA 
bird's-eye inventory of what the city 
is today. Fourth in population, it 
ranks first among the world’s: great 
urban centers in many ways. No oth- 
er place butchers as much ment. 
makes as much machinery, builds as 
muny cars, sells as much grain, or 
handles as much himber. 

“The Michigan avenue luprovement 
Is no major feature of the now famous 
‘Chicago Plan.’ The beautiful high- 
way, With its connecting arteries, 
unites the North Shore with the South 
side, For years this theronglfare has 
been the pride of Chicago, and the 
admiration of all who visit the city. 
As a part of the Luke Shore drive 
that links the woods of southern Wis- 
consin with the plains of northern In- 
diana, it is a magnificent street. 

“To secure the full benefits of her 
situation, the city {8 undertaking to 
connect her three great lakeside 
parks. Already Lincoln park has 
edged a narrow way southward along 
the beach until there is a wonderful 
curving stretch of green reaching to 
Grand avenue and making o four-mile 
parkway unbroken and unmarred. 

“The city annually spends five mil- 
lion dollars for park purposes; more 
per capita, perhaps, than any other 
city of the first order In existence. 
There is not a ‘keep off the grass’ 
sign in the entire park system: and 
all recreational facilities are free ex- 


“There is a. ‘swimming hole’ with- 
in walking distance of every boy in 
Chieago; and even with the fine mu- 
nicipal bathing beaches of the lake 
front not far away, these mid-city park 
Ingoons are always in use, providing

MONT BLANC: APEX OF 
EUROPE 

Mont Blanc undoubtedly remains 


“the apex of Europe” in spite of the 
loss of a part of its top in a gigantic 
snow and landslide as reported in 
press dispatches earty last winter.

Mont Blanc lies on the, 
border between Italy and France. 
About ten miles to the northeast, algo 
on thé crest of the Pennines, is the 
common corner of France, Italy and 


Switzerland, The towering White 
mountain Its epsily vistble in fafr 
weather from Ganeva, seat of the 


Lengue of Natlons, 60 miles to the 
west.

He 
became more than locally famous and 
received the quixotic gift of a patent 
of nobility from the king of Sardinia.

WHERE WOMEN WORE 
TWENTY PETTICOATS 


Budapest now is capital of a 
shrunken Hungary, 4 vation reduced 
tu a fuurth its former size, beth in 
respect.to its area and population. 
The fdmouyg city which first expe- 
rieuced anurchy und curnage during 
the era of Belu Kun and his commu- 
uistie goveruinent, now feels the pangs 
of hunger, und can scarcely hope to 
regain its former importance, pros- 
perity. and gnyety during the lifetime 
of its present inhabitunts, if ever. 

The Budapest of today offers a pa- 
thetic contrast tu the care-free days 
of such fetes as that of St. Stephen's 
before the war. . 

That historic celebration, when men 
wore slit. skirts und the women 
tonned 20 petticouts, is deseribed in 
the following bulletin) from the Na- 
Uonal Geographic suciety, based on wu 
communication from DeWitt CHnton 
Falls: 

“for who Saint Stephen was, and 
Why he was thus henored, we must 
go back some nite hundred and odd 
years in Hungarian history, from 
which we gather the followlIng infor- 
mation: Vaik came te the throne of 
the Magyar Duchy in the year 997. 
He applied for and received the title 
of Apostolic king from Pope Sylves- 
ter II, and way crowned in Budapest 
in the -yeur 1000, under the Christian 
name of Stephen. He did much for 
his. countrymen to bring them into 
the established church, and founded 
throughout his kingdom churches, 
schools and convents. His adminis- 
tration was a wise one, and so firmly 
did he deal with the attempted upris- 
ing of the ‘Old Magyar Religion’ party 
that when his death occurred, in 1036, 
he left, his country entirely converted 
to Christianity. So much had he done 
for the advancement of the Christian 
faith among the wild hordes of east- 
ern Europe, and added to the civili- 
zation of his subjects, that he was 
canonized and gladly proelaimed by 
the Hungarians as thelr patron saint. 
_ “When the Saint passed away. in 
1086, one of his hands was amputated 
and embalmed. and this saered relic 
reposes in the court chapel of the 
Royal Palnce in old Buda. Adorned 
with many handsome rings, it is kept 
in a crystal casket, set in'a beautiful 
golden oreliquary ornamented = with 
many precious stones. In a special 
shrine behind the high altar, It re- 
mained for 364. days In every year, 
where it could be seen on)y by the 
royal househatd, and these having 
special permission. On the three hun- 
dred and. sixty-tifth day, the one set 
apart to do honor to Saint Stephen, 
{t Wage taken from its resting place, 
end with great pomp and a-most bril- 
Nant escort, carried in a procession 
to the old Matthias church for a spe- 
cial memorial service. 

“The first thing that attracted our 
attention, us we drove by the walking 
crowds, was the change of costume, of 
day before, 
Then atl were {ip their) working 
clothes, but today they were arrayed 
in all their glory. The men had re- 


‘tuined their flat hats, but hud general- 


ly adorned them with flying ribbons 
of the national colors—red, white .and 
green. The white  divided-skirt-like 
trousers were now ornamented on the 
fringe, or 
course lace, and the dark working 
coats had been laid aside. In their 
place were guia ones, ulways colored 
—svuft browns, reds and greens—and 
elaborately braided with different col- 
ered cords. - 

“The women retained the colored 
head handkerchiefs, but* they were 
newer and brighter than those worn 
on Saturday. Their waists were gen- 
erally. of white or light cotton mate- 
rial, sometimes gaily ornamented with 
ecoarse-colored embroidery. Tt was 
the skirts that were the unique things 
about the costumes. Of the brightest 
colors, they were accordion-plaited, 
and stood out in the most remarkable 
manner.” How they accomplished this 
was a mystery to the ladies of our 
party, until our trusty guide and in- 
terpreter had been interviewed. From 
him it was learned that no Hunga- 
rian peasant woman considers herself 
properly dressed for a gala ocension 
unless she has on at least twenty pet- 
tieoats.”

Moidavia had upproximately one- 
fourth of the. ‘population and one- 
fourth of the area of the Roumaniu 
of 1914. The populution is a Iffde 
less than two und a quarter willllon, 
and the urev a little leas than 15,000 
square uilles. ‘To the west of it He 
‘Transylvania aud the Austrlan crown 
lands of Bukowina. ‘To thé east lies 
Bessarabia, with the river Pruth mark- 
ing the boundary the entire’ distance, 
On the south Is Wallachia, the other 
wing ef the Roumanian kingdom. 

The Sereth river divides Moldavia 
Into eustern and western sections, 
flowing tHe entire length of the prin- 
elpulity along the foothis of the 
Carpathian lmountauins, Bestern Mol- 
davia, composed juainly of the high 
plateau lying between the Pruth and 
the Sereth, is approximately 275 miles 
lung apd has an average width of 
about 50 aniles. Western Moldavia 
is entirely mountainous, the crest of 
the Carpathians forming the boundary 
between Jt and Austria-Hungary. 

The history of the principality of 
Moldavian is of striking tnterest. It 
was founded about the ilddle of the 
fourteenth century by the Wallach 
Volvode Bogden. It soon grew to be 
a large state, embracing the present 
Moldavia, Bukowlna, aud Bessarebia. 
Poland und Hungary were both rivals 
for favor at the Moldavian court, with 
neither able perinanently tu assert its 
overlordship. Stephen the Great ruled 
Moldavia from 1467 to 1604, and de- 
fied the Turks. winning a signal vic- 
tory over them at Rakova in 1475. 
Gradually growing stronger, however, 
the Moslems succeeded again, under 
Stephen the Great’s successor, in es- 
lablishing their mastery, 

Although the Turks never settled 
the country, they proceeded to build 
fortresses, and thus managed to hold 
their ground. 

Up to 1821 the country was gov- 
erned by hospodars appointed hy the 
sultan from the families of Greek aris- 
tocrats. Io that year native princes 
were once more made to head the gov- 
ernment, but in 1829, Russia having 
gained a victory over Turkey, was ac- 
corded a protectorate over Moldavia 
under the treaty of Adrianople. This 
treaty was terminated by the Crimean 
war and the treaty of Paris, There- 
after, the powers agreed to set up the 
two principalities of Moldavia and 
Wallachia, which in their turn decid- 
ed, in 1859-61, that they would unite 
under one head and become one coun- 
try.

CONQUERING BUBONIC 
PLAGUE IN THE 
PHILIPPINES 


Discovery last summer of a num- 
ber of isoluted cases of the bubonic 
plague in the United States lends {p- 
terest to the following communication 
to the Nationul Geographic society, 
describing how the diserse. was con- 
quered by American medical author- 
ities in the Philippines. 

“The United States drove the bu- 
bonic plague out of the Philippines 
us completely as tt swept the yel- 
low fever out of Cuba. 

“Bubonic plague was discovered at 
Munila December 26, 1599, and slowly 
but steadily incrersed up to Decem- 
ber, 1901. The deaths in 1900 num- 
bered 199, and in 1901 reached a 
total of 4382, The disease was at Its 
worst each year during the hot. dry 
months of Mareh, April, amd May, 
nearly or quite disappearing during 
September, October, November, and 
December. It will be noted that the 
number of cuses in 1901 exceeded that 
in 1900 by 200, while the number of 
deaths was about two and a half 
times as great, and the percentage 
of mortality among persons attacked 
increased from 73.40 in 1900 to 91.7 
in 1901, 

“On necount of the linportant part 
whieh house rats are known ta pluy 
in the distribution of bubonic plague, 
a systematic campaign was inaugu- 
rated against these rodents in) Manila. 
PoHcemen, sanitary inspectors, and 
specially appointed rat-catchers were 
furnished with traps and poison, and 
both traps and poison were distribut- 
ed to private Individuals under proper 
restrictions. A bounty was paid for 
all rats turned over to the health au- 
thorities, and stations were estah- 
Hshed at convenient 
out the city where they could be re- 
celved. Each rat was tagged with 
the street and number of the build- 
ing or lot from which ft cave, was 
dropped ‘Into a strong antise tic so- 
lution, and eventually sent to che bio- 
logical laboratory, where it was sub- 
jected to a bacterlological exumina- 
tlen for plague. . 

“Buildings in which plague rats 
were tnken were treated exactly as 
were those where the disenxse at- 
taeked the human occupants, The 
bacteriological examination of rats en- 
abled the board of health to follow the 
pest Into ffs most secret haunts and 
fight dt there, and was the mest im- 
portant facter in the winning of the 


reat success which was ultimately 
achieved. 
“With very few exceptions, there 


was no recurrence of plague in buiid- 
ings which had been disinfected and 
renovated. As center after center of 
Infection was found and destroyed the 
percentage of diseased rats begun to 
decrease, and in January, 1902, when, 
Judging from the history of previous 
years, plague should have beguh to 
spread among human beings, there 
was-not a single case. In February, 
one case oecurred, In March, there 
were two cases, aS against 68 Jn 
March of the preceding year, and be- 
fore April, the disease had compiete- 
ly disappeared.”

Oconee, Ga.—The death tol] in the 
tornado that swept through the Gard- 
ner settlement is reported ag 30. 

Many of the dead had been sent to 
nearby points and scores of the in- 
jured were in hospitals at Tennille 
and Sandersville and there wag no 
way of obtaining accurate information 
as to the exact number. Relief has 
been sent from Atlanta and nearby 
towns and the injured and homeless 
were being cared for by the Red Cross 
and civic organizations. In some cases 
entire families were wiped out. 

The region visited by the tornado 
was completely devastated. It is an 
@rea nearly five miles iong and half 
a mile wide stretching fron. Gardner 
almost to Toomsboro. The chief prop- 
erty damage occurred at the plant of 
the. Cleveland-Oconee Lumber Co., 
where most of the victims of the dis- 
aster were employed. A large part 
of the plant was destroyed and mil- 
lions of feet of lumber scattered for 
hundreds of yards in every direction.

MAY ADOPT CORPORATION TAX 


Senate Approves Governor's Adminis- 
trative Board Pian; Sentiment 
for Direct Primary. 


Lansing.—That the Michigan Re- 
formatory at lonia was conducted as 
& workhouse instead of a reformatory 
is the conclusion of the legislative 
committee, accompanied by Governor 
Groesbeck. and Attorney - General 
Wiley, after a personal investigation 
and examination of the institution 
and its inmates. 

Otis Fuller, warden for 27 years, 
handed in his resignation to the Gov- 
ernor early last week and the resigna- 
tions of Jerome Walker, acting war- 
den, Walter Rich, captain of the night 
guard, Dr. E. F. Beckwith, reforma- 
tory physician and two members of 
the board of contro] were announced 
soon afterward. 


Dungeons and Stripes Discarded. 


Major Robert E. Marsh, head of the 
State Police, was placed in charge as 
temporary warden and several mem- 
bers of the state police force replaced 
guards against whom charges of 
cruelty and mistreatment of inmates 
are now pending. Major Marsh has 
announced several changes which 
were put into effect as soon as he 
took charge. Dungeons and stripes 
were discarded and the educational 
facilities of the institution are to be 
expanded. Dr. Richard H. Olin, state 
health officer, will remain at the re 
formatory to direct the medical exam- 
ination of the inmates, something that 
has been sadly neglected according to 
the testimony before the investigating 
committee. 

Following his return to the capitol, 
the Governor announced. that a re- 
port of the investigation would not 
be made to the legislature until Otis 
Fuller, former warden, and his attor- 
ney, George E. Nichols, have had an 
opportunity to go over the testimony. 
Mr. Fuller has issued a statement in 
which he promises to submit testi- 
mony which will show up the matter 
in its true light. “I simply ask that 
the public await the time of full hear- 
ing before passing judgment, either 
way,” said Mr. Fuller. 

Limitation of the terms of prison 
wardens as a means of preventing 
conditions that developed at Ionia, is 
now being discussed by the committee 
and other representatives, who  be- 
lieve that the present system of un- 
limited terms unfits the head of a 
penal institution for the work he has 
to do by hardening his nature through 
constant contact with convicts. 


Combine Corporation Acts. 

The new corporation act, which {s 
a recodification of Michigan's corpora- 
tion laws, was introduced by Rep. 
George Lord, Detroit. The act covers 
113 pages of typewritten copy, being 
drafted in the attorney-general'’s de- 
partment, part of it having been| 
drawn up under the administration of 
Mr. Groesbeck and completed by Mer- 
lin Wiley. 

Rep. Danz offered an amendment to 
the general motor tax law, raising the 
tax on weight from 35 cents to $1 per 
hundred, 

The existence of the Michigan com- 
mission to the Great Lakes-St. Law- 
rence Tidewater congress would be 
continued under the provisions of a 
bill offered in the senate by Senator 
Vandenboom. It carries an appropria- 
tion of $10,000 a year for two years, 
“To promote the establishment of a 
deep sea route from the Great Lakes 
to the Atlantic.” 

The joint legislative committee 
named to investigate the activities of 
the Michigan Community Council 
commission returned from Grand Rap- 
ids without having anything definite 
to report. Senator Herbert Baker, 
chairman, was informed by Carol 
Sweet, head of the community council, 
that all the cash the committee has 
handled, $1,930, was turned over by 
the Women's Council of National De- 
fense to the state of Michigan. 

Senator Hamilton Has Bill. 

Michigan's first lady senator, Sena- 
tor Eva Hamilton, Grand Rapids, in- 
troduced her first bill of the session. 
It would allow the state to contract 
with child caring agencies for the 
care of dependents. 

Senator Davis would amend = the 
general tax law to permit city and 
county treasurers or other collecting 
officers to charge two per cent extra 
on taxes paid any time after January 
10. 

In committee of the whole the sen- 
ate passed Sengtor Penny's bill to al- 
low cities of over 50,000 population to 
bond up to eight per cent for water 
works improvement and this bill was 
approved by the senate. Senator Mac- 
Arthur’s bill to prohibit the unlawful 
weartng of the American Legion 
badge was passed by the senate com- 
mittee. 

Party caucuses would be abolished 
according to the provisions of a bill 
introduced by Senator Arthur Wood, 
Detroit. It calls for the election of 
delegates to the county and state con- 


ven ie ‘at a regular -pt : ; 
candidates for the county convention © 
must petition to have their: names ; 
placed on -the ballot. Delegates: to 
the state corivention would be elected 
from the Hst of those elected to the 
county convention. 

Regisatratton of legislative counsel 
and punishment of improper lobbying 
is provided for in a bill introduced by 
Senator McRae. A fine of not more 
that $5,000 and one years imprison- 
ment is fixed. 


Corporation Tax Considered. 


A bill is now being drawn up pro- 
viding for a tax on corporations 
which, it is said, would net the state 
approximately $12,000,000 annually. 
"The raising of this amount would 
practically eliminate the stute tax om 
the individual home owner. 

Governor Groesbeck, in advocating 
the adoption of a tax on corporations, 
calla attention to, the fact that cor- 
porationa now pay a tax of only one- 
balf a mill on their capital stock, and 
this is paid only once during its exist- 
ence, which under the Michigan con- 
stitution may be as long as 30 years, 
except for municipal, railroad, canal, 
insurance or cemetery purposes. 

The services of David Friday, pro- 
fessor of economics at the University 
of Michigan, have been secured for 
the purpose of making an extensive 
study of the financial and tax cendi- 
tions of the state. 

Dealers who aell snoddy for all 
wool and those who sell imitation for 
genuine leather soleu shoes will be 
put out o% business if a bill intro- 
duced by Rep. Henze, Iron Mountain, 
is enacted into law. It provides that 
all goods shall be labeled properly 
upon penalty of a fine of from $50 
to $500 with $0 days imprisonment, 


Sentiment For Direct Primary. 


Indication that the sentiment in the 
house is favorable to the retention of 
the direct primary law, was given in 
a vote on Rep. Warren D. Byrum's bilb 
empowering the Governor to call a 
special local primary when one ig 
needed to nominate candidates to filh 
a vacant office. The house committee 
of the whole voted an amendment tc 
the date of the primary from August 
to September, : 

Rep. Lee, Port Huron, has intro 
duced a bill authorizing the establish- 
ment of a separate school for colored 
children where there are at least 25 
such children, The same course of 
instruction would be followed. 

A joint resolution calling for a con- 
stitutional amendment to allow coun- 
ty sheriffs to become candidates for 
election for more than two terms has 
been submitted by Rep. Braman. A 
similar measure in regards to county 
treasurers will also be considered. 


Senate Passes State Cabinet. 


The state administrative board bill, 
embodying Governor Groesbeck’s pro- 
posal for a consolidation of state de- 
partments and the elimination of su- 
perfluous administrative bodies was 
passed by the senate on its third read- 
ing, every member present voting for 
it. 

The senate rejected an amendment 
proposed in the committee of the 
whole, to the Governor's bill creating 
an administrative board. The vote 
was 26 to 1. his suggested change 
was to require a two-thirds vote to 
make effective an order by the board. 

Senator Charles Tufts, Ludington, 
'who itroduced the measure, predicts 
a beneficent revolution in the admin- 
istration of state affaira. Those who 
do not share such great hopes were 
satisfied to give it a trial. The out- 
look in the house is that the same 
disposition prevails. 

Five bills were passed in the first 
session of committee of the- whole, 
held in the lower house of the legis- 
lature. Few minor amendments were 
made in the following bills, all of 
which were placed upon the order of 
third reading: 


Bilis Passed in Committee. 


Representative Dewitt's bill amend- 
ing the general highway law, to re- 
quire trucks of more than one-ton 
capacity to be equipped with a mir- 
ror or reflecting device to show the 
condition of traffic behind, passed 
without amendment. 

Representative Olmstead’s amend- 
ment to the district good roads bill of 
1907, was also passed with the inser- 
-ion of a single word to clarify the 
meaning of the text. The amendment 
as proposed, provides for the transfer 
of good roads district funds to county 
funds in the case a county operating 
under the district plan adopta the 
county road system, 

The bill to amend the existing law 
providing for the distribution of laws 
and documents passed with an amend- 
ment including boards of county audi- 
tors as regular recipients of the ses- 
sion laws. 

Representative Bryant's measure, 
introduced to meet an emergency that 
exists in Ingham county to allow the 
governor to order a primary election 
in cases where the general law does 
not provide for the election of a cer- 
tain officer, was passed. 

The Aldrich bill to allow any school 
district, whether organized under gen- 
eral law or special charter, to vote ‘to 
hold its annual meeting the second 
Monday in July, was passed without 
amendment, and Representative 
Read's bill fixing a penalty for the 
importation of diseased sheép went 
through with only two words changed.

9. Don’t try to get new members, 
George will do It. 

10. Dor't do any work on port af- 
fairs, or suy more than {s absolutely 
necessary. When other members roll 
up their sleeves and give unselfishly 
of their t'me and ability to help things 
along, get up on your hind legs and 
howl thas the post Is being run by a 
clique. 

11. Remember, you owe no duty or 
obligation to a siek or disabled buddy
